SI". IUOUARD BURTON. 

London, Oct. 20. — Captain Richard Bur- 
ton, famous as a soldier, explorer, linguist 
and author, is dead. 

Captain Burton was born in Ireland, in 
IS:'). He began life ufOyford. being doa- 
tined for the church, but his military ardor 

j led to his obtaining a commission in the In- 
dian army, which he joined in 1842, at the 
end of the Afghan war. lie was 1!) years 
in the Bombay army and eight years in act- 
ivo service, chiefly on tho stafT of Sir 
Charles Napier. He was a distinguished 
linguist, being master of eight Oriental lan- 
guages. He visited Mecca and Medina in 
1833, and commanded an expedition to ex- 
plore Moslem Abyssinia and .Somali Land, 
Having with him Captain Spoke, tn the 
Crimean war he was chief of stuff to General 
B attel, and was the principal organizer of 
the irregular cavalry. In 1850 he explored 
the lake regions of Central Africa, 
end discovered Tungnnika, being absent 
three years. In 1 800 ho travelled all over 
the United States : and tho succeeding year 
bis military career came to an end, the 
Indian army changing hands. He next 
spent three years in exploring West cosst 
of Africa for the British govcrnnient.follow- 
iug the service with a mission to the King 
of Dahomey with the object of putting an 

j end to i lie inhuman practices there prevail- 

, inc. for 'our yrars he \v.«.-s employed in 
Brazil and the Argentine Republic, being 
afterwards appointed to the liritisli consul- 
ate ut Damascus. During his residence 
there lie thorougly acquainted himself with 
the natural condition of, Syria.

JUDGMENT. 



Delivered by Jir. Jnstlco Drake in tue Case 
of Doll ami Other* vs. .lohn J. Hurt 
and H. D. Duvls. 

Doll and others, Creditors of Granat, 
vs. John J. Hart and R. D. Davis. 

In this case Gianat carried on business 
in Government street, Victoria. He 
commenced in May, 1889, without any 
capital, but with an unpaid stock of 
about $1,000 value. These goods were 
chiefly supplied by the defendants, and 
Hart guaranteed M essrs. Lenz & Loiser 
to the extont of .S250 on account of goods 
to bo supplied to Granat, and which sum 
he subsequently paid. Lenz & Leiser 
are judgment creditors of Granat for 
$',i'M, beyond the sum $250 so paid ami 
issued execution on this judgment, but 
were met by tho bill of sale. 

Hart in his evidence stated that Granat 
had beon in his debt since May, 1889, 
and they had given him credit to the 
amount of $1,124, and had become se- 
curity to other persons for Granat and 
had paid tho amount so guaranteed. Lie 
further stated that ho had b«en pressing 
Granat since December, 188!), for pay- 
ment, that ho went every week and asked 
for his money and told him he wanted 
security and said lie would cortainly 
sue, but did not do so because 
he would have got nothing if he had 
tried. The debt owing to Hart & Davis 
was m April £7.'i0 on a note, and .S^oli fur 
monies paid, making $1,013. tu coiise- 
iiuonco of this request for security tho 
defendant, Granat, on 23rd April, 1890, 
gave the defendants a bill of sale by way I 
of mortgage to secure a promissory note | 
of §720 of even date with the bill of sale, I 
and payable three months after date. | 
This note was the amount of the overdue 
account, and no fresh advance was made. 
Granat & Hart both say that the mort- 
gage was given on condition that if $500 
Was paid the mortgage should be given ] 
up, but no such condition was written in 
the bill of sale as required by the 4th 
section of the Hills of Sale Act. The 
bill of sale enables the mortgagees | 
at any time during the continuance of 
tho security to seize and keep possess : on 
of the premises assigned. The defendants 
took possession of the property assigned 
about 15th May, 18!)0, more than two 
months bofore tho note given by Granat to 
defendants became due, and lor tho pay- 
ment of which tho bill of sale was given. 
Tho plaintiffs, the other creditors of 
Grauat, now claim that the bill of sale is 
void as against them, and ask for a re- 
ceiver and an account. 

Under cap. 51, sec. 2, of the consoli- 
dated statutes, any person being in insol- 
vent circumstances or unable to pay his 
debts in full, or knowing himself to bo on 
the eve of insolvency, making any assign- 
ment or transfer of his goods with intent 
to defeat or delay his cre ators, or w.th 
intent to give one or some of the credit- 
ors of such person a preference over his 
other creditors, such assignment shall be 
void, 

Tho section contemplates fust, ins. il-| 
vency in the grantor, and secondly, a vol- 
untary preference in favor of a creditor. 
The language used is that tho assignment 
should be given with the intent— that is, 
with the intent in the mind of the grantor 
—to prefer one creditor to another. 

An assignment or transfer made by 
compulsion of the creditor is not such an 
assignment as the act renders void. If 
tho act contemplated rendering all trans- 
actions between an insolvent debtor and 
his creditors void different language 
would have been used. And this view 
of tho act, making the preference in order 
to bo a void transaction a voluntary act 
on tho pait of tho grantor, is tho one 
taken by Strong Justice in McLean vs. 
Garland, 13 S. C, 3t>7, and .Stewart vs. 
Kumaine, 30 11., 100 ; and this leads t > 
tho consideration of tho question aa to 
what is sufficient pressure to take the 
•case out of tho category of a voluntary 
conveyance. 

Tho evidence shows that Granat was 
started in business by tho defendants, 
and it must bo taken that they were fully 
cognizant of his position, that he was in 
fact insolvent from tho day he commenced 
business and this insolvency was known 
to the defendants and was not a 
fact confined to Granat'a breast only. 
Knowing his position tho defendants 
press for security. Their pressure only 
amounts to this, give us security or we 
will BUO, but as Hart candidly says we 
did not intend to suo for wo Rhould have 
got nothing, owing to Granat, in caso of 
execution against him, being entitled to 
claim $600 under the Homestead ordiu- 
nnco which would have absorbed tho 
groator part of his property. This threat 
then was not a bona lido threat acting on 
the feora of Granat and thereby compel- 
ling him to givo this Hill of sale; lio must 
bo taken to havo known the law tia well 
as Hart, and ho know therefore that the 
throat, of an action would not be enforced. 



I consider that tho pressure which would 
authorize an assignment by way of secur- 
ity must bo legitimate and a bona lido 
attempt by the creditors to obtain pay- 
ment of his debt as security for it, and 
does not apply to such a case as the 
present, where tho insolvency is known 
to the creditor and an assignment is taken 
of all tho property. 

In ex parte Mail, 10 ch. D. 585, Jessel 
M. 11. says, a man says to his creditor i 
am about to become bankrupt ; the credi- 
tor says pay me my debt or 1 will sue 
you for it, it would bo absurd to call such 
a procedure bona lido pressure by the 
creditor : but if tho creditor did not know 
tho plaintiffs state of affairs, tho matter 
Kould wear a different aspect. The case 
of Long vs. Hancock, 7 O.R. 154, is veri- 
similar to tho present one; in that case 
the Hamilton Knitting Co., being in- 
debted to the plaintiffs, application was 
made verbally and by letter threatening 
suit unless payment made or security 
given. The company thereupon gave a 
mortgage for tho old indebtedness and for 
a present advance. The Chancellor held 
that there was no bona lido pressure, and 
on this point the Supreme Court agreed 
with hi in. 

I consider that the pressure alleged to 
be put on Granat by the defendants 
in tho present case was not a 
bona f;de pressure. It was no- 
thing more than a request for 
a preference, and the onus of showing 
that there is any other property available 
for this creditor is thrown upon the de- 
fendants supporting the deed. 1 think 
that tho pressure which will render a 
deed given by way of security valid must 
bo something more than a request for se- 
curity ; it must impress on the debtor 
the fact that tho creditor is in earnest, 
and that legal steps to enforce payment 
will be the necessary result < f any refusal 
on the part of tho debtor. But, even in 
such a case, if the debtor is known to bo 
insolvent by the creditor, the pressure 
ought t<j take the legal form and legal 
remedy. MoWhurter vs. Royal Canadian 
Bank— 17 Grant, 181. 

The reason why a security, taken for 
an antecedent debt, ly a creditor from an 
insolvent debtor, known to the creditor 
to bo insolvent, cannot be supported is, 
that it is a preference, and removes from 
the other creditors the property which 
they would otherwise havo the right 
to take in payment of their claims. A 
security given for an advance, even if it 
is also a security for an antecedent debt, 
is not open to the same objection, be- 
cnuse the future advance may enable the 
debtor to recover his position and carry 
on a profitable business, and a security 
taken from an insolvent debtor by a 
creditor who is ignorant of the financial 
position of his debtor can also be sup- 
ported, if it is g ven under bona tide 
compulsion. 

1 have, therefore, come tu the con- 
clusion that this deed is void as against 
creditors- -not only on the grounds above 
stated, but also on the ground 
that the bjll of sale was given 
subject to a condition which was not 
written thereon. Mr. Hart, in bis evi- 
dence, says : 1 forced him to givo mo a 
mortgage on condition if he paid us 
§500 from his father we would return his 
mortgage. If this was one of tho in- 
ducements held out to Granat to give the 
bill of sale, it was a condition which 
ought to havo been written thereon. It. 
does not appear to have beon an agree- 
ment mado after tho defendants got 
possession of tho bill of sale, but the 
condition on which they got it, and the 
..ct says that if there is any condition 
which is not written on tho sanio paper 
as tho bill of Bale', the bill of sale shall 
bo void as against the same persons and 
as regards ttio same property us if such 
bill of sale had not been filed according 
to the provisions of the act, that is to say, 
tho bill of sale is void as against the per- 
sons and clas3 of persons mentioned in 
soction 3 of the Bills of Sale act, although 
it may bo perfectly good as between tho 
grantor and grantee. 

The question of costs and tho appoint- 
ment of a receiver were reserved.

The Heroic Deed Which Gained THni 
Promotion to the Rank of 
Commander. 



"Hardships Endured by tlio Ollier.rs and 
Men Comprising: the Polar Ex- 
pedition of L875-G. 



To THE Editor :— Your Esquimalt cor- 
respondent in your issue of the li)th inst. 
mentions the march in tho Polar regions 
by which Captain Parr, U.N., of H.M.S. 
Melpomene, gained his promotion to tho 
rank of commander, hirt us the informa- 
tion given by him i3 very meagre, unci as 
tho Molpomene will bo here in a few 
weeks from now, ft fuller sketch of that 
portion of tho gallant oflicor's career may 
not bo uninteresting to your renders if 
you will kindly permit its insertion m 
your valuable paper. 

On tho organization of tho Polar expe- 
dition of 1870-li under tho command of 
Captain Naros, Lieut. Parr was appointed 
second Lieutenanjof H. M. S. Alert and, 
when in the spring of lo7u the exploring 
parlies left i hat ship he was second in 
command of the one that attempted to 
reach the North Polo, Captain Markham 
being his leader. A detailed account of 
that" journey with its sufferings and its 
heroisms would occupy too much time to 
be given in detail, ao I will couiine my- 
self to tho particular part of it to which 
your correspondent alludes by giving tho 
following extracts from tho Admiralty 
blue book on tho expedition : — 

lExtraots from Commander Markham's jour- 
nal. | 

Tuesday, dune 0th, 1876.—" Wind 
moderated during night, but not before 
it had nearly blown our tout down ; one 
of the bow linos started, and wo were 
momentarily expecting to have our house 
down about" our ears ; fortunately for us, 
it resisted all efforts. Wo should have 
been in a pretty predicament with all our 
helnlens on s hail it fallen. At 6.30 p.m., 
took all tho groceries and bacon deposited 
there for us, leaving untouched all the 
pemmican and spirits, also all our leather 
and travelling boots, which wore, aban- 
doned in iiuir to lighten our loads. 
Struck tents, packed sledges, and pro- 
ceeded at 0.30, tho invalids stoadily get- 
ting worse. Winstone will scarcely last 
the day and is very littlo use on tho drag 
ropes ; but ho perseveres bravely. Pear- 
son is hardly able to crawl after us, and, 
wiill Ruwlings, Ferbrache and Simpson, 
is compelled to lie down and rest uvery 
ISO or 40 yards. Working our way along 
the old sledge tracks through the hum- 
mocks ; these are occasionally cov- 
ered with heavy snow drifts, through 
which a road has to bo made 
with shovels. Beached a fair sized floe nt 
5.30 a.m. anil camped, all hands thoroughly 
fatigued, ha\hig been at work fully 12 
hours. Having diverged from tho right 
track, being led adrift by the tracks of some 
wandering sledge, Parr anil myself, while 
the tents were being pitched and supper 
prepared, walked on to recover the traces. 
This, after some trouble, we succeeded iu 
doing, returning to camp shortly after 7. 

* * * After u long consultation witb 
I'arr, it has been resolved that he shall pro- 
ceed, if fine, and walk to tho ship. Our 
only chauco of saving life is by receiving 
succour as soon as possible. Although the 
distance from ua to the ship is nearly 40 
miles, over does covered with deep snow and 
girt by heavy hum mocks, be has nobly vol- 
unteered to attempt it, and has confidence 
in being able to accomplish it. He is the 
only one ol the party strong enough lo un- 
dertime such a march, anil I have the ut- 
most confidence in his judgment and ability 
to perforin it." * " * * 

" Wednesday, June 7. * * * Having 
written to Captain Nares, Parr started off, 
as lightly accoutred as possible, ut 7.15 
p.m. We nil wished him Hod speed, ami 
will be anxious lo hear of his safe urrivol."

duly 1, 187< ! .— Although it appears 
to me to lie a woik of supereroga- 
tion to dwell in any way upon the very 
zealous and hearty co-operation that "l 
received during a most trying period from 
Lieutenant Parr, still I feel that my re- 
port would bo incomplete if I omitted 
bringing before your no' ice tho very great 
aid 1 derived from his advice and energy. 
Sharing equally with the men the labor- 
ious exertions of road making, and tho 
arduous toil of the drag ropes, ho was 
most assiduous in his endeavours to as- 
sist me in every conceivable manner, 
either in tho selection of the road, redis- 
tribution of the weights on the sledges, 
tho care of tho sick or tho manifold du- 
ties connected with our enterprise. The 
greatest praise 1 can accord him is to say 
that lie more than realized tho anticipa- 
tions you had formed of him. Hi) won- 
derful march to the ship from tho depot, 
in the vicinity of Cape . Joseph Henry 
speaks for itself. 

Extract from Captain Naros' "letter of pro- 
ceedings" to tho Admiralty, from 11. Ikf. 3. 
Alert at, Valencia, 27th Octobor, ISTti: — 

* * * * fin tho evening of the 
8th Juno Lieut. A. A. 0, Parr arrived on 
board most unexpectedly witli the dis 
tressing intelligence that nearly the wholi 
of tho crew belonging to tho northern di- 
vision of sledges were attacked with 
scurvy, and in want of immediate assist 
ance. Commander Markham and the 
few men who were able to keep on their 
feet had succeeded in conveying the in- 
valids to tlio neighborhood of Capo .Joseph 
Henry, 30 miles distant from tho ship, 
but each day was adding to the intensity 
of the disease; and, while lessening the 
] o ver;! of those still able to work, adding 
to die number of sick and, consequently, 
alarmingly' increasing the Weight which 
had to bo dragged on sledges. Under 
these circumstances Lieut. Parr, with bis 
usual brave determination, and knowing 
exactly his powers, nobly volunteered to 
bring mo tho news, and so obtain relief 
Eir his companions. Starting with only 
an alpine slock and a small allowance of 
pr .visions he completed his long solitary 
walk over a very rough ioy road, deeply 
e ivored with nowy fallen snow, within :M 
hours." 

"Arrangements were immediately 
made to proceed to Commander Mmk- 
ham's assistance ; aud with tho help "i 
the officers, who all at once volunteered 
to drag the sledges, 1 was able by mid- 
night to proceed with two strong parties, 
Messrs. lOgorton, Conyboaro, \Vimtfnn 
and While, tho officers who could be bust 
spared from the ship, taking their places

" By making a forced march, tho two 
latter reached Commander Mnrkham'a 
camp within tifty hours of tho departure 
of Lieut. Parr, although they woie. I 
deoply regret to stato, too Into to r.nvo 
the life of George Tortor, gunner, R.M. 
A., who only a few hours previous bad 
expired and had been buried in tho floo." 

Tho abovo brief extracts will give t<> 
those unacquainted with Arctic work but 
an inadequate idea of the hardships en- 
dured in our latest Polar expedition by 
tho advanced sledging parties ; and 
when it is remembered that , 
their starting early in April, 
tho thermometer stood at 40 dogroes and 
never rose abovo tho freezing point 
the sliado tho whole timo they were 
away (70 days); that they had at starting, 
on sledges moro than 400 lbs per man, 
which had to bo pulled through snow and 
ovoryr around ice that had been squeezed 
and jumbled into every conceivable ahape. 
that tho food they had was generally un- 
cooked and unpalatable, and even tho 
water they had to drink was melted snow, 
and abovo all that tho scurvy set ill 
amongst tho men early on the north- 
ward journey causing them tu become 
weaker day by day, till at last on their 
boing met by tho returning party, of tho 
17 officers and men, ono had died, eight 
had to be carried, three could just hobble 
along, and fivo only, including tho two 
officers, were ablo to drag tho sledges. 
It will bo conceded that never were hard- 
ships moro heroically borne, or a promo- 
tion more justly "earned that that of 
Captain l'arr.- rain, sir, yours truly, 
Polaris. 

P. S. — The seeming confusion in A.M. 
and P. M. arises from the fact that when 
the sun arose sufficiently high to bo 
above tho horizon tho whole twenty-four 
hours, it was found most comfortable to 
sleep when ho was warmest and most 
dazzling to the eyes on tho snow, and to 
work when ho \va3 lowest and coldest ; 
and consequently Lieut. Parr started at 
7:15 p. in.— after breakfast— and arrived 
tho following morning.

SHUCKING ACCIDENT. 

A Man Named Uoberts Jiua Over by an Engine 
Near Kuraleuiis anil Fearfully Mangled. 

Early on Monday morning, as track- 
watchman Lightside was proceeding 
westward along the line of tho C. P. 11., 
he was horrified to find tho mangled re- 
mains of a man lying on the track, at the 
crossing leading to tho ferry west of tho 
town, a head with upturned face beside a 
pool of blood at one point, while a littlo 
farther on a trunk, with mangled limbs 
lay in a heap.

Tho body was removed to tho side of 
the track and Coroner Clark notified, 
who had a jury summoned and an inquest 
liuld over it. 

1 1 was ascertained that the body was 
that of Thomas Roberts, a half-breed, of 
Lytton, He had been seen on tho pre- 
vious night in an intoxicated condition by 
several persons, and had said that he iu-. 
tended going home that night -Inland

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WESTMINSTER ELECTION. 

Sunday's News-Advertiser contains a 
singularly weak and pointless article on 
"Tl 10 Westminster Election." If tho 
Nowg knows where it stands politically, it 
is very unfortunate in the expression of its 
views, for a perusal of its Sunday's utter- 
ance leaves the impression on the mind 
of the reader that it is completely be- 
wildered. It tries, in ;i feeble way, to 
magnify the Independents, but it does 
not oven attempt to f,'ive a reason for 
their existence. It takes for granted 
that the political views of tho people of 
tho District differ from those of Mr. 
Robson, but why it has come to that con- 
clusion it does not, say. The Nows- 
Advertisar is evidently not pleased with 
the aspect of affairs in tho Westminster 
District and with the situation generally, 
but what to do to improve them— to 
brins; them nearer to what, in its opinion, 
they ought to be, it evidently hits not tho 
slightest idea. 

Wo take the liberty of saying that it 
will bo difficult for tho electors of the 
District of Westminster to find a man 
more in accord with " their own political 
news" than is the Bop. John Robson. 
Apart from the question of redistribution 
there is every reason to believe that the 
great majority of the electors of the 
Westminster District were, previous i<> 
the general election, completely in accord 
with Mr. Robson. It was generally ad- 
mitted at the time that were it not 
for the course which ho took on that 
question every man returned in the Lower 
Fraser would be a supporter of his Gov- 
ernment. The election that had a short 
time previously taken place in Westmin- 
ster city showed that the majority of that 
constituency favored tho Robson Govern- 
ment, and it was very evident the major- 
ity of tho District were of the same mind. 

The Redistribution Act displeased tho 
electors of the Lower Fraser. They felt 
sore about it. They believed that it did 
not do them justice, and it was on the 
ground of that measure, and that alone, 
that an Opposition was raised in that sec- 
tion of the Provinco against Mr. Robson. 
The electors, greatly displeased as they 
wore, did not reject the Premier, nor did 
they elect men in opposition to his gent nil 
policy. It is very significant that not one 
straight Opposition candidate was elected 
in the Lower Fraser section. Tho only 
member of tho old Opposition who offered 
himself for the suffrages of the electors, 
Mr. Orr, was badly beaten. Mr. Robson 
hiniself was elected, and all tho others 
returned wero returned on the Independ- 
ent ticket. 

This "oes to show very cloarly that the 
political views of the majority of the 
electors of tho Lower Fraser did not, 
oven at tho timo of tho general election, 
differ very widely from those of tho Hon. 
John Robson. Nothing has happened 
since then to incroaso tho diU'ercnco bo- 
twecn them. Wo believe that the 
land policy inaugurated by his govern- 
ment meets with tho hearty approval 
of the Westminster electors. Wo have 
good reason to know that they are 
pleased with what tho Government has 
done with regard to the disposition of tho 
public lands, and we fuel quite certain 
that they will be still better pleased with 
tho future notion of tho Government on 
that very important matter. The ques- 
tion of redistribution is not now before 
tho people. They are not called upon 
now to pronounce upon that one way or 
tho other What the electors of the 
Westminster District have to decide is 
whether they will Bend a man to aid Mr. | 



Robson in carrying out a liberal and an 
enlightened policy with regard to the 
public lands and other -matters, or 
whether they will send one to throw ob- 
stacles in tho way of effecting the reforms 
that are greatly needed. If tho truth 
were known, wo are quite convinced that 
it Would bo found that the po- 
litical opinions of tho majority of 
tho electors of tho Westminster 
District are more nearly in accord with 
those of the Leader of tho Government 
than they are with tho views of any of the 
Independents that, have boon elected. 

The News-Advertiser, without the 
slightest warrant for the assertion, says 
that tho Independents uro "the party to 
which it is now generally recognized tho 
people of British Columbia must look for 
tho carrying out of those reforms without 
which tho material development of the 
Provinco is scarcely possible." We have 
failed to sou even the very faintest 
signs of tho general recognition of 
which our contemporary speaks bo 
confidently. The Independents are not 
yet a " party." As far as the public 
know tho very first stop has not been 
taken towards organization. There are 
no doubt some very worthy men of good 
ability among them, but such men will 
hardly take upon themselves the work 
of carrying out the reforms which tho 
provinco needs, because they know well 
enough they have not the power to do 
such work. It is much more likely 
that the great majority of them will give 
the Government their hearty support in 
carrying out the reforms that aro requir- 
ed, and in initiating and perfecting need- 
ful legislation. 

There are many indications that at least 
one Independent member cherishes am- 
bitious designs, lie fondly dreams that 
his brother Independents, when they meet 
in Victoria next winter, will look up to* 
him for counsel and guidance, and that 
they will instantly beg of him to become 
their leader, This position lie will con- 
descend to accept, and then, once with a 
following, he will show the people of 
Br'tish Columbia what a Heaven-born 
statesman can do in tho way of annihilat- 
ing his opponents and steering the .ship of 
state. This is a delightful castle in the 
air, but like millions upon millions of 
such airy fabrics, it is bound to disappear 
and leave not a rack behind. 

AMERICAN RERRESENTA TION. 

Our American neighbors are exceed- 
ingly narrow in many things. In the 
choice of a representative in Congrtsa, 
for instance, tho rule is to choose a resi- 
dent of tho District to bo represented. 
The law allows a member of tho House of 
Kepr.sentatives to bo selected from the 
whole State, but the practice almost in- 
variably is to choose a resident of t he Dis- 
trict. To select ;i representative from 
another State, no matter how eminent he 
may be, or how greatly his services may 
be needed, is uaconstitutional. This 
holds good for senators us well as mem- 
bers of tho Douse of Representatives. In 
Groat Britain a man living in England 
is eligilile to be elected to represent :i 
Scotch or an Irish constituency, and in 
Canada a statesman living in Ontario or 
Quebec may represent British Columbia 
or Manitoba in the House of Commons. 
But in the United States this could not 
happen, and, with regard to the House of 
Representatives, as wo have already said, 
it is most unusual for the electors to go 
outside the Congressional district to look 
for a member. But it. sometimes happens 
that a parry has nut a man i'i the District 
that stands the ghost of a chance against 
bio and a popular man of the other 
side, and then they must look somewhere 
else in the State for their candi- 
date. This is what has happened 
in the Sixtii Massachusetts dis- 
trict. Henry Cabot, Lodge, who 
lives in tho district is the Republican 
candidate, but the Doinocrtlts have no 
mm a resident of the district whom they 
c in with tho slightest chance of success 
set up against Mr. Lodge. They are 
therefore obliged to go to another district 
for a candidate. Thoy find a focinan 
worthy of Lodge's steel in Dr. William 
Everett and they have in the face of a 
very strong local opposition nominated 
him. His being a non-resident is an al- 
most fatal objection to Dr. Everett with, 
it must be remembered, the men of his 
own party, and will, it, is feared, tell 
greatly against him in the election. 

When President Garfield was a member 
of tho I louse of Representatives his re- 
turn for the district in which he resided 
was doubtful, and his friends tried to 
get him nominated for an adjoining dis- 
trict, in which his party was very Strong. 
But although the electors admired him 
and believed in his principles, they would 
not have anything to do with him because 
ho did not, live in their "deestrict." 

Professor liryco in his work, " The 
American Commonwealth," notices this 
peculiarity of the American system and 
says this about its evil consequences : 

"The mischief is two-fold. Inferior 
men aro returned because, thore are many 
parts of the country which do not grow 
statesmen, — where nobody, at any rato 
nobody desiring to enter Congress," is to 
ho found ab ive a moderate level of politi- 
cal capacity. And men of marked ability 



1 bun; is not room enough there for nearly 
all of them; but no other doors to Congress 
aro open, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore could furnish six or eight times 
as many good members »s there are seats 
in those cities. As such men cannot en- 
tor from their placo of residence, they do 
not enter at all, and tho nation is de- 
prived of the benefit of their services. 
Careers are. moreover, interrupted. A 
prominent politician may lose his seat in 
ids own district through Bomo fluctuation 
of opinion, or. perhaps because ho has 
offended tho local wirepullers by too 
much independence. Since ho cannot 
find a seat elsewhere, as would happen in 
England, he is stranded ; his political 
life is closed, while other young men in- 
clined to independence take warning from 
his fato. Change in the state laws would 
not remove tho evil, for the habit of 
choosing none hut local men is rooteil so 
deeply that, it would probably long sur- 
vive tho ab ilition of a restrictive law, and 
it is just as strong in states where no such 
law exists. " 

Intelligent American citizens see tho 
evils of this system and deplore it. They 
would like to see the people less restrict- 
ed in their choice of a representative in 
Congress. Tho Pioneer Press, of St. 
Paul, discussing this subject, very aptly 
says : 

"The gift of ability, of fitness to repre- 
sent the people, is not dependent upon 
geographical limits. And it is more than 
absurd that, if there happen to bo more 
than two members of the same political 
party in a single congressional district, 
each of whom is capable of rendering dis- 
tinguished service to his party and his 
Country, only ono of them can be chosen; 
as absurd as it is that a man w hom his 
country needs may lie retired from politi- 
cal life permanently by the accidental 
shifting of a party majority or by the 
wilful act of a gerry-nmnder. " 

It is, indeed, alittle surprising that so 
patriotic a people as the Americans would 
allow themselves to bo fettered in so im- 
portant a matter by the local prejudices 
of the ignorant and the narrow-minded. 
The nation needs all the brains it has to 
guide it, aright, and it is too bad that a 
good man is made ineligible because ho 
liver, a mile or t ivo from the boundary of 
the district.

If what travellers 
say i.i true, the natives have done .a great 
deal more to make, the Portuguese sav- 
ages than the Portuguese have to trans- 
form the natives into civilized men. 'i lib 
country within a gun-shot of the Portu- 
guese settlements is as wild and 
its native population ns barbar- 
ous as they were when they 
first set foot in the country. The claim 
to control the navigation of a great river 
because for a very small part of its course 
it runs through a country which the 
Portuguese have occupied, but not im- 
proved in any way, appears to be a most 
absurd pretension, and no one will, wo 
think, blame the British because they 
have convinced the Portuguese in the 
only way they can understand and ap- 
preciate, thnt they intend that the Zam- 
besi shall be free to ships of ail notions. 
If the Portuguese had colonized the 
country and had made it valuable, tlioto 
would even then be very little reason in 
their claim to exclusive jurisdiction over 
the Zambesi, because they own a narrow 
st t ip of land through which it runs, but, 
as they have done neither the one 110 r 
llu; other, tho civilized world will not 
recognize their claim.

THE LACROSSE PROTEST. 

Cirouuils of Ohjeetlon-Tlifi Evidence Taken 
and Decision Unserved. 

Ou Saturday Messrs. W. EL Cullin and 
C. B; Lookhart, the Victoria members of 
tho Executive committee of tho JUitish 
Columbia Lacrosse .Association, met at Van- 
couver to consider the protest entered by 
Captain Taylor, of the Vancouver club, 
against the last schedule game played be- 
tween the New Westminster team and "the 
Vancouver team, on the ground thatC. C. 
Stcuart, one of thfl New W estminster team, 
was a professional. I t was charged that 
Stcuart had rim a nice ut Whatcom ^ior 
money on July 4th, and that tho New 
Westminster team was cognizant of the fact 
that he was a professional when they played 
him at the last game. Messrs. II. T. Quig- 
loy and A. E. Suckling represented the 
Vancouver club, said Messrs. C. B. Mac- 
Kenzio und J. A. Forin, tho latter of the 
firm of Forin it Morrison, barristers, 
appeared for the New Westminster elub. 
3. B. Simpson stated that on the night of 
July 3rd he had met Stcuart, who had said 
he was travelling under another name. A 
sworn statement of 1). li. Tuck was put in 
that Tuck had seen Stcuart run n race at 
Whatcom on July 1th for a sum not less 
than $10, and he had also seen him run an 
amateur race at New Westminster. A. 
Lurwell testified to the signature, and also 
testilied to having read in the Bulletin news- 
paper tin account of the race in which Stcu- 
art ran. On the other side M. H. Byal 
stated that Stewart had told him there wus 
no truth In tho charge, and that if he 
would aco Gray, who went with him to 
Whatcom, lie could get a written deelara' 
tion that he (Steuart) did not run in a pro- 
fessional race. The witness had tried two 
days ago to find Gray, but had failed, as 
dray was ill Nelson. After some 
discussion, the chairman said that 
the evidence adduced had proved beyond a 
doubt that C C. Stcuart was in Whatcom 
on July 4, and that he was to he known 
while there as Steuart Smith. The testi- 
mony regarding the fact ot Stcuart actually 
participating in a professional nice was 
simply of a bear-say character. No direct 
proof, save the deposition of Tuck, had 
been offered. The committee, therefore, 
required a certificate or Bomo other docu- 
ment of sufficient authority that Mr. Tay- 
lor, who signed the deposition of Tuck, was 
a duly authorized justice of the peace. 

Decision was reserved. 

Subsequently the secretary of bite Van- 
I couver club handed the chairman of the 
committee a written request that they de- 
lay their decision for a reasonable time to 
enabla tho Vancotivcikclub to prove Mr. 
Taylor's identity. 

The counter charge of professionalism 
against D. Smith, of Vancouver, preferred 
by the Westminster club, went by default, 
and will he decided by the president, 

Yesterday, Mr. W. 11. Cullin, chairman 
of the Committee of Inquiry, received the 
following telegram from U. S. Consul Bol- 
ton, of Vancouver : 

" Will forward by Islander to-morrow satis- 
factory proof of J. II, Taylor's identity." 

Should the committee consider the above 
mentioned proof valid, they will doubtless 
consider that there has been evidence 
enough to rule Steuart out as a professional.

DESTRUCTIVE STORJI 

Encountered by u Hritlsh War-Ship With a 
Torpedo Boat hi Tow-i he hatter .sinks. 

Halifax, Out, 19. -Tho war-ship Buz- 
zard arrived hereto-day from Sydney badly 
demoralized, having encountered the lull 
force of the hurricane of Friday. .She went 
to Sydney to bring hen; torpedo boat No, 
62, which was lost by tho war-ship Pelican 
on the way uj> from Newfoundland in the 
great atorm of last week, and wliii ii was 
Bnbssquenlly towed into Sydney by the 
American schooner Crane. 

The Buzzard started from Sydney early 
Friday with tlie torpedo host in tow, and 
this evening ran into n storm. Kfiorts were 
made to save the torpedo boat, but without 
success. She patted tlie tow line, broke in 
halves and sank. 

The wur-ship had all she could do to 
save herself. She was compelled to lay to 
and was struck by a tremendous sen, which 
curried away her jib boom, brought down 
the topmasts and threatened ihe ship's 
safety. It was a fearful moment, but the 
ship proved equal to the tremendous strain 
und successfully fougut the. hurricane, uud 
arrived to-duy considerably battered.

Paris, Oct. 20. Mr. Roche introduced 
the new tariff bill in the chamber to-duy. 
It provides for n maximum rate of duties 
applicable to goods froir. nations not con- 
ceding commercial advantages to France, 
and a minimum rate to be reserved for 
count ries consenting to customs regulations 
beneficial to French trade.
